grades, community involvement and the 
score on the dental admissions test, 
Kuster said. After those requirements 
are taken into consideration, one out of 
six applicants are interviewed by the 
Admissions Committee for the 
University of Nebraska college of den- 
istry. 

Even though Nebraskans make up 75 

percent of the freshman class, three out 
of the 160 dentistry students are from 
different countries. 
' Aside from the success of the stu- 
dents currently enrolled in the school, 
the college of dentistry will take some 
time to celebrate its past when it com- 
memorates its 100th birthday in 
September. 

“The college was founded on 
Sept.17,1899. We will begin to cele- 


brate that starting on Sept.17 and will 
continue to do so throughout that 
week,” Leeper said. 

The week includes the Governor 
signing a proclamation honoring the 
college of dentistry, Tom Osborne 
speaking at an alumni banquet on 
Friday and a centennial gala on 
Saturday, he said.

“Fighting this issue is important for not 
only the community, but for the officers 
themselves. Racial profiling breaks down 
the trust in the community that has to exist 
for police to adequately combat crime,” 
Harris said. ; 

Stewart offered an explanation for the 
continuation of racial profiling. 

“Officers get taught who to stop by 
other officials and senior officers,”’ he said.

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few years. Coming out of high school, 
Jenkins did not have the grades to go to 
a Division I college and attended North 
Iowa Community College for a year and 
a half. 

Jenkins was one semester away from 
a Division I scholarship, but felt it was 
in his best interest to go to UNO. He 
came to Omaha in the spring of 1995. 

Jenkins was plagued by injuries early 
in his UNO career and earned the nick- 
name Tay-Jinx. After a break out 1996 
season, he was a Harlan Hill candidate 
and scouts were drooling over the 
speedy receiver. 

Then came a defining moment for 
Jenkins. He tore the anterior cruciate 
ligament in his left knee in the first 
quarter of the season opener in 1997 and 
was crestfallen. 

“T had an MRI that day and knew it — 
was a ligament tear. And I figured my 
chances of returning to that form were 
slim and none,” Jenkins said. “But I had 
a lot of positive people around me and 
began an aggressive rehab with Tom 
Frette [UNO athletic trainer] at school.” 

Jenkins rebounded last season by 
being AIl-NCC and was impressive in 
the Blue-Gray game in January. Jenkins 
was again an NFL prospect. 

In April he wound up being drafted 
by the Cowboys in the sixth round. He 
was one of only 13 players picked from 
Division II schools. Going through the 
NFL combine made Jenkins realize he 
wasn’t playing for wins and losses any- 
more. 

“The NFL is a cutthroat business and 
the sooner you realize that, the better off 
you'll be,” Jenkins said.

It’s the sound of the Maverick soccer 
team right before they take the field in 
game one.

Hobbs not only brought a mile-long 
list of on-the-field achievements to the 
team, but brought an intangible asset 
with her: influence.

“That was important from the stand- 
point of recruiting in Nebraska,” 
Klosterman said. 

In addition to the in-state exposure, it 
also opened eyes of other players in

From a_ coach’s _ standpoint, 
Klosterman said that the scrimmage 
was an attempt to “try and shock them 
into the level they have to reach.” 

He said it would take a lot of work 
and intensity in practices to get there.

ing together their long-distance rela- 
tionship say the separation isn’t all bad. 
Many cite the benefits of exploring new 
interests on their own and of having a 
chance to step back from a relationship 
to assess it more objectively. 

“Sometimes being apart can be a 
really healthy thing,” said Alicia 
Robinson, a grad student at Florida 
A&M University. “You are able to 
determine whether you really care for 
your boyfriend (or girlfriend) and if you 
feel you can’ trust him (or her) to be 
faithful.” 

Students also say distance from a 
partner helps them because it often 
turns up one destructive red flag in a 
relationship that may not have been 
detected as easily otherwise: jealousy.
